Some Facts and Figures Concern- 
ing the Administration of the 
Whitney Government. 


-_—o— 


The Whitney administration took 
office in 1905 at a time of great pros- 
perity, of surpluses and increasing re- 
venues. The cash in the treasury was 

2,855,584. The income of the 
vince has risen from $6,128,358 in 1004 
to $8,320,419 in 1907, over two millions 
of a gain, which might mean much in 
the way of new public aids or enter- 
prises if economically, or even care- 


fully controlled. But there has been a 


riot of expenditure in the departments, 
while a number of deserving and needy 
institutions, like hospitals and reading 
rooins, are denied areasonable support. 


Some Contrasts. ; 


In 1903 the increase in revenue to 
the liberal government was $1,175,570, 
and forthwith $1,026,171 was added to 


the cash reserved in the bank. The in-’ 


crease of revenge last year was $1,- 
170,910, and the’surplus is only $606,- 
171. 

In 194, the last year of liberal con- 
trol, the expenditure was $5,267,453. 
In 1007 it was $7,714,245, an increase 
of about fifty per cent. under the 
Whitney administration. The items 
most controllable, being the immediate 
expense account of each minister, are 
those of civil government, or the de- 
partments in the parliament building. 
They show the real disposition of the 
government towards economy, and 
the disposition is by no means friendly.

“2. On receiving intimation of an 
cutbreak of infectious disease among 
the pupils attending any school. he 
shal! at once inquire into the outhreak;

Inspection fur a shert 
tine. has re-establ shed it with the good- 
Will of everybody. being persuaded 
thereto by a series of epidemics of scar- 
Jet fever last vear. The Medcal School 
Inspectors are appointed after passing 
e Civil Service examination held under 
the ausvices of the Chicago Health De- 
partment. Each inspector is assigned 
fo a certain district. containing usually 
frei three to five schools. with a schoo! 
revulation of three or four thousand. 
The doctor goes each morning to the 
eflice of the school principal and there 
exumines all children who have been 
absent four days or more from any 
cause. and anv who are suspected of 
having contagious d'sease. In addition, 
the Medica] School Insoecters must see 
that all] the children are properly vac- 
cinated. doing the vaccination them- 
selves if necessary, They,.further, have 
charge of all cases of contagious dis- 
case in their several districts, investi- 
gating each case that is reported to the 
Health Depariment. and seeing that the 
proper quarantine regulations are ob- 
served.

Ontaria Board of Health Sends Import- 
ant Rules to Local 
Boards. 


Recommendations drawn up by the 
Ontario Bourd of Health with a view le 
securing pure milk have been sent to 
the local Boards of Health by Dr. Chas 
A. Hodgetts. 

All milk containing less than thirteen 
Fer cent. of total solids, of whch three 
and three-quarters per cent. must be 
chemically dry butter fat, should be 
deemed below the standard required 
when the same is intended for human 
consumption. 


KEEP BUILDINGS CLEAN. 


All buildings for stabling cows should 
Pr, so localed that they will have good 
drainage; the floors should be water 
tight and of some nen-absorbing materi- 
&', and properly graded and drained. 

No building used for dairy purposes 
Should be within 100 yards of any 
mershy or slagnant water. and no chick- 
«nN COO>, hog pen, privy or water Closet 
Should be within 100 feet of the build. 
ing used for keeping or handling milk. 

The surroundings of all buldinge 
must be kept clean and in good order. 

The stubies where cows are kept 
Should be u:e! for no other purpose. 

COWS MUST BE WELL. 

Each cow should be allowed at least 
500 cubic feet uf wr space. 

The herd from which the milk is sold 
Shall mot sclude any sick cows. urd 
especially mone showing signs uf tuber- 
Culds.s or CUnlagmwus uboruen, or one 
that is within thirty duys of culving, 
Os lem days uafier calving. 

The cows should be kept clean and 
fo’ this purpose should be groomed 


daily. 
BE CAREFUL OF FEED . 
No mouldy hay, decomposed vege- 


labies, Wel brewer's grains or uny other 
materils that are unsound or wil! af- 
fect the taste or character of the milk 
Shall] be fed the oows. 

Every duury should be supplied with 
pure water, the source of which shall

The delivery af milk of 


MUSICIANS LEARNED FIRST WITH 
A DOOR-KEY. 


—  * 


Band Said to Be Only One of Its Kind 
in the World — Hard to . 
Learn Notes. 


“The first step toward organizing 4 
Land of deaf and dumb boys,” said 
Enoch H. Courrier, principal of the New 
York Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
“was made with a door key; the kind 
that is hollow alt one end and can be 
made to whistle. We had to get down 
to the fundamental priancip!e of playing 
a fife, it being the simplest wind in- 
strument, and that was the correct po- 
sition of the lips necessary “to produce 
a tone. A key served the purpose, and 
it opened the door, se to speak. of the 
most interesting department of our 
school work.’ 

From this primitive source there has 
developed the only band in the world 
composed entirely of deaf and dumb 
buys, and the perfection it has ulfaingd 
1s nothing short of marvellous. 


LEARNED EXACTNESS. 


Only after many trials’ and the most 
patient work on the part of both ¢pupil 
und teacher were the boys abie jo pio- 
duce a tone on the fife. Having once 
mastered the difficulty, the next step 
was to learn musical notation, ‘The 
use of a certain linger to produce a 
given nole was explasned. und so one 


by one the various laggs were taugit 
und committed to eee. The boys 
were enthusiastic and vied with one an- 
ether to win commendation. Being 
luugi:t with the utmost exactress. 
of course they had to be. the pupils de- 
Viloped a confidence of execulion not 
found in the average music student! 
Certgin rules were ia.d down and the 
deaf\mute could do naught but follow 
them explicitly. and the result wus ab- 
Sulute\ correctness in playing. 


PLACED BUGLE ON SHOULDERS. 


Those who showed special aptitude 
end advanced more rapidly were lat- 
er put to work on the bugle. Here 
new diflficullies arose in the form of 
a different mode of playjng the instru- 
ment, With the fife there was a ilxed 
position for the lips, but in order 
obtain the notes on the bugle it was 
necessary to compress the lips a dif 
ferent way for each nole. In the ex- 
per.ments to tesch the boys to produce 
any one tone u very interesting discov- 
ery was made, It was found that the 
pupil was sided in his efforts to pluy 
x note if that note was sounded on an- 
ether bugle pluced close to his) back 
belween the shoulders. In some way the 
\Vbrations of the assisting horn were 
felt by the deaf mute, though how he 
Gould not explain. and they tended to 
produce corresponding vibrations in his 
bugle. There being but four tones te 
leurn on th’s instrument. it was merely 
a mutter of learning the four different 
quiipressiwits Of the lips and assuclul- 
ing each wilh the note it produces,

'Arthur. The Ontario officials, there- 
fore, waited on the Minister of Justice; 
represented that there was not the 
prison accommodation for them; said 
the Doukhobors at Fort William were 
willing to return to their friends if 
those in prison were allowed to go 
along witb them; and asked him to re- 
commend that they be pardoned. The 
Minister of Justice did so and they 
were released. 

But, as things turned out, the Douk- 
hobors wers only to be wheedled into 
the train by the delusive hope that 
they would be taken to » warmer 
climate; and, as soon as they were in- 
duced to board the train, they were 
locked into their carriage, to be even- 
tually switched on to the side-track at 
Yorkton, the Doukhobors of which dis- 
trict refused to recognize them as being 
among their friends or relatives and 
declined to receive them into their 
community. 

The Whitney Government, which 
has brought about this latest develop- 
ment of the Doukhobor trouble, is cer: 
tainly to be congratulated on its digni- 
fied action and its amazing sense of re- 
sponsibility. Its Attorney-General, 
who, it must be assumed, planned this 
kidnapping expedition, will go down 
to fame as a man of resource; and 
perhaps posterity will not remember 
that he was not over-zealous in enforc- 
ing the provincial laws, allowing the 
kidnapped to indulge in disgraceful in- 
decencies for months, and was at last 
galvanized into action only by the 
death of one of them and a coroner’s 
inquest. That was only’ an essential 
part of the planto discredit the Do- 
minion Government, who, eight years 
ago, with the full consent of all the 
provinces and under the impression 
that they were well deserving, and op- 
pressed because of their faith, per- 
mitted 8,000 Doukhobors to come over 
from Russia to settle where they would 
have liberty. 

The Saskatchewan Government is 
face to face with a most objectionable 
task—namely, to dispose of a large 
party of persons who are on the border 
line between madness and insanity— 
mad in one direction and fairly reason- 
able inothers. Atleast not sufficiently 
unreasonable not to be able to work 
and keep themselves when necessity 
drives; but very aptto go ‘‘off their 
heads” and give revolting exhibitions 
when people pawper them with apples 
and peanuts and flatter them with too 
much attention. 

The Saskatchewan Governmenn has 
a legitimate grourd of complaint 
against the Ontario Governments. It 
did nothing to set these people march- 
ing eastwards, but the Ontario Gov- 
ernment kidnapped them, and without 
even consulting anyone as to what 
they were about to do, dumped them 
down in a place where they had never 
been, where they are not wanted, and 
where their own people even repudiat: 
tnem. It is to be hoped that this re- 
prehensible proceeding will not be re- 
peated; if it is it will lead to ranch

engine of 10,000 horsepower would 
have to work incessantly for a period 
of seventy thousand millions of years. 
During this time the engine would use 
up forty million million quarts of wa- 
ter, a quantity sufficient to cover the 
whole globe 300 feet high. Now, as to 
fue fuel consumed by the engine, if its 
boiler was good and working econom- 
ically it would require four thousand 
million tons of coal to feed it during 
the seventy thousand million years. 
To ship such a quantity of coal by rail- 
way it would take two hundred thou- 
sand million cars of a capacity of 
twenty tons each.

In short, the result 
would be a tragedy such as is depicted 
by St. Peter for the judgment day. 
Scientists have given the tempera- 
ture which one would feel when pene- 
trating to the center of the globe. To 
obtain this estimate of heat they had 
to confine themselyes to simple ob- 
servations on the rise of temperature

QUEER BOUNDARIES. 


The 10 o’Clock Line Was Suggested by 
the Indians. 

‘The inost original and primitive way 
of marking a boundary was probably 
that of Queen Dido and her colony 
when they stipulated, before the found- 
ing of Carthage, for as much land as 
could be inelosed by a bull’s hide. All 
tribes belonging to the infancy of 
civilization have like peculiar modes 
of reckoning. 

From a point near the mouth of the 
Miami river extends northwest through 
Indiana a boundary known as the 
“10 o’cloek line.’ This is one limit of 
an Indian grant. When the tribe had 
agreed to cede a portion of their terri- 
tory to the whites a meeting was held 
for the purpose of marking out the 
cround, A surveyor was present and 
had mounted his compass and tele- 
scope on a tripod.

Waller Winans, the champion revol- 
ver shot of the world. whese sideboards 
and tables at Surrenden Park, his hKen- 
tish seat, grean beneath the trophies 
he has won as marksman. {s at the 
head of this nove] departure in public 
entertainments. 

He has secured the enthusiastic co- 
one. ation of many of his fellow-nem- 
bers of the Pistolet Club, which, as he 
said recently. comprises all the great- 
est revolver shots and all the duelists, 
“The public duels will be fought ex- 
actly in every detail as though they 
were private affairs of honor, only that 
the bullets will be of wax, which will 
explode as soon as they touch their 
object. All the conventional ceremony 
connected with dueling will be carried 
through.

Prithivi, the 
broad world. and Sesha Naga, the great 
snake which supports the world, are 
supposed to be propitiated and recon- 
ciled by this ceremony. The pundit sat 
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isfies himself as to the direction in 
which the great snake is lying, for it 


occasionally moves about a little to euse 
itself of the great burden of the’ broad 
world Which it carries, The pundit then 
inurks Off an imaginary line, five (a 
lucky number) clods of earth are thrown 
up and water is sprinkled’ in the trench 
five times with the sacred mango bush.

If it falls below the ankles 
there will be a drought. If the folds 
reach midway between knee and ankle 
the season will be prosperous,

FOUR KILLED, ONE INI 


Men Meet With Terrible Death by 
\ Scalding Steam.

A despatch from Toronto says: Four 
men are dead as the result of the burst- 


ing of a defective pipe in the boiler of 
the steamer: Brockville on Saturday af- 
ternoon, while another member of the 
crew wus seriously scalded, but will 
recover, The two firemen, Adolph 
Chavageau and Octave Cote, were kill- 
ci on the spot, while the chief engin- 
eer, Burneau Panten, and oiler, Wil- 
liam Gouin, died at Grace Hospital a 
few hours after the acedent. Fred 
Charboneau, aged 30, second engineer 
Will recover, ; 

On Saturday afternoon’ about 2.30 
oclock the steamer Brockville was ly- 
ing «at the foot of Bathurst street.

wrapped in the scalding steam and were 
80 fearfully scalded that they both suc- 
cumbed a few hours after their admit- 
tance to Grace Hospital; where they 
were hurried in the palice ambulance. 
Charboneau managed to escape into the 
outer air and apprise the rest of the 
crew above of the deadly nature of the 
explosion, the faint. rumbling of which 
had only been heard on deck. 

‘The men dived for the hold, and in 
Spite of the deadly clouds of steam 
soon had the four men on deck, two 
dead, and two alive but frightfully 
scalded. The bodies of Cote and Chav- 
ageau were taken to the Morgue, and 
Panten and Gouin were hurried to 
Grace Hospital. Here Gouin was 
plunged into a boracic acid bath, and 
Panten was wrapped in picric acid 
bundages, but the two men were too 
seriously injured for any remedy. Fred 
Charboneau was taken to Grace Hos- 
pital in a cab. He said that Gouin, 
Planten and he were standing in the 
engine roum, When there was an €&x- 
plosion, und they were all enveloped 
in scalding steam. , He continued:—“l 
had to fight my way through the en- 
gine room to the Companionway, and | 
thought at one ne I should never 
make it.

TEST OF SEED CORN. 


It is a mislake to buy pend cin shell- 
ed where it can be had on ear, Dut 
inasmuch as the great bulk of, ensilage 
seed corn which passes. through the 
trade in Canada is shelled, it is large- 
ly a case of Hobson's choice. Ear corn 
is preferable for several reasons, In 
the first place, one can see what kind 
and variety of ears he is planting from, 
and reject inferior ones. The embryo 
will be somewhat less liable to have 
had its germinating qualities impaired 
by heating in storage or in transit. 
Most important of all, he can test his 
corn. by the ear, thereby culling out 
these that show inferior germinating 
quality. There are almost sure to be 
a certain proportion of these which, if 
used for planting, would mean~™either 
blank spaces in the field, or. what is 
probably a more serious disadvantage 
in drilled corn, weak-growing, poorly- 
eured stalks. Far better in every way 
ta buy an extra quantity of seed corn, 
plant the strong-germinalting ears, and 
use the rest for feed. A tremendous 
loss occurs every year in America as a 
result of inferior seed corn, says the 
Farmer's Advocate. 

For testing corn by the ear, severa) 
easy sysiems have devised. They 
consist in numberir the ears,’ say, 
with a label on the butt, then selecting 
four or five representative kernels from 
cach ear, and planting in a sma}! ‘box 
of sand or garden mould, divided olf 
into squares corresponding to the num- 
bered cars. By the promptness and vig- 
ov With which these representalive kernels 
sirout, the advisab.l.ty or otherwise of 
usimg each particular ear is determin- 
ed. \Butts and tips should Le broken 
off an@ used for chicken or pig feed. 
A man is supposed. by this method, 
ts be able to test from five to eight 
LusheJs of seed corn in a day. local 
ing all weak or bad ears. As one writ- 
ev has expressed it, there are dimes for 
minutes in this work. 

Those who are obliged to buy shelled 
corn, as well as those who cannot be 
persuaded to take the slight troubie of 
testing their corn by the ear, should at 
kast make a general germination test, 
in order to guard against the possibil- 
ily of sowing seed so low in vilalily that 
it will not produce a crop, This is par- 
ticularly important in a cold, wet sea- 
son. when only seed corn of the high- 
€st vitality may be depended on. This 
lest should be made, if possibie, before 
purchasing the seed, and certainly be- 
fore sowing any of it in the field. In 
a little box of earth in the window. or 
between double folds of flannel or blot- 
ling paper, place one or two hundred 
average kernels. Keep the earth, cloth 
or paper moist, but not wet. If cloth 
o* paper is used, it should bein the 
bottom of a plate or dish. with another 
plate inverted over it. The promptness, 
Vigor and percentage of germination will 
indicate whether the corn is fit to sow 
or not, and, if sown, how much extra 
séed should be used to make up fer 
dgfunct grains. A few non-viable ones 
In a sample are not of very serious con- 
sequence in ensilage corn, providing the 
breportion is known and a!lowed for, 
bul any considerable number of weak, 
non-vigorous kernels may occasion 
much loss, y 

Seed corn should be tested every year, 
a> a matter of course, but indications 
are that it will be particularly necessary 
this spring. as the unusually cold. wet 
seuson of 1907. in the corn-belt Stales, 
did not allow the corn to mature and 
dry oul well befure the season of frost.
